Condition of Crops 


Improved In Arkansas 


Charles S. Bouton, Federal-State Crop Statistician, 


Reports Average of Crops Better in Arkansas 


•Than in Any Other State 


Open Here Friday 


LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—Sectional re- 


ports of rapid agricultural rehabilita- 
tion 
in Arkansas 
were 
bolstered 


Thursday by the report of Charles S. 
Bouton, .federal-state crop statistician, 
showing the general condition of 
many -crops to be considerably Im- 
proved over the some period of 1930. 


The indicated yield of winter wheat, 


depended upon by farmers for live- 
stock feed, was shown as 490,000 bush- 
els, or 50,000 more than for 1930. 


Mr. Bouton showed the condition of 


wheat, rye, oats, Irish potatoes and 
peaches in Arkansas to be consider- 
ably better than the average for the 
United States, and in ony one crop 
was the present condition under 1930 
figures. Pastures, he said, will need 
time to re-establish themselves, the 
prolonged drouth of 1930 and a shorter 
drouth of 1929 having killed part of 
the stand. 


The mild winter and March rains 


have put fall sown grains in excellent 
condition, the report said, and in but 
few sections have frosts and low tem- 
peratures injured stock or fruit crops. 


Peaches, plums and 
strawberries 


were injured, and radishes and spin- 
ach crops were retarded in growth by 
the frosts in the northwestern section, 
the report said, but in other parts of 
the state t?uck and fruit crops wore 
uninjured. 


An increased acreage in winter oats 


was reported, with the condition of 
84 per cent of normal. 


Acreage of Irish potatoes has been 


materially increased, the report said, 
With the condition put at 84 per cent, 
or six points above the 10 years avcr- 
ag(^for the state. 


Low temperatures did some damage 


to peaches in Polk, Scott and north- 
western counties, but in the main 
producing areas of Howard, Sevier, 
Pike and Johnson counties, the fruit 
was harmed very little. 


Farm wages are 30 per cent below 


those of the same period in 1930, the 
report revealed. The supply of farm 
labor this spring was 110 per cent of 
normal, while the demand was put at 
55 per cent, or nearly 30 per cent less 
than during the same period last year.

Squirrel Hunting 


Law Complicated 


Sets Up 15 Different Per- 


iods and Divides Coun- 


ties Into 11 Classes 


LITTLE ROCK—Arkansas squirrel 


hunters will have to become "learned 
in the law," or run a big risk of be- 
coming law violators ;iflcr June 10. 


An abstract of Act 297 of 1031. in- 


troduced January 19 by Representa- 
tive McElhaney of Madison county, 
and known throughout the session in 
both houses as the "Squrircl Bill," 
shows that it sets up 
15 different 


squirrel hunting periods, and divides 
the counties into 11 classes. 


The Arkansas Supreme Court and 


the atorncy general have held on 
many occasions that exemption of a 
single county fro ma general law 
makes the act local or special, and in- 
validates it. Those rulingji did not 
prevent members of the legislature 
from fixing the squirrel hunting sea- 
son to suit themselves and their squir- 
rel hunting constituents. 


Six counties were given private and 


special seasons applying to no other 
counties, and one of these, Montgom- 
ery county, selected three different 
open season. Two counties selected 
the same dates for two different open 
periods. Six other counties selected 
two open periods with corresponding 
dates and 10 counties agreed on the 
same open season. Eleven counties 
showed their independence by having 
the law decree that there shall be no 
closed season on 
squirrel 
hunting 


within their boundaries. 


These classifications account 
for 


some 35 counties, leaving all the oth- 
ers under the old law, which origi- 
nally sought to fix the hunting sea- 
son in all counties from July 1 to 
January 1.

will become effective after June 10.

1 ,THE conceited man has never been very easy to get along 
1 
A with, but he has not ordinarily been regarded as a menace 
to the safety of his fellows. Recently, however, Dr. Paul 


:£-Sehroeder, Illinois state criminologist, told the Midwest 
'; Safety Conference that the conceited man is responsible for 
'< an enormous number of automobile accidents. 


Just why a swelled head should unfit a man for driving 


an autompbile is fairly easy to understand. Its possessor lacks 


f -.a normal regard for the rights of others. He cuts in and out 
j.-.'pf traffic lanes with gay abandon. He swerves quickly over 
r - in front of another machine without caring how that is go- 


ing to affect the other fellow. When he sees a pedestrian i 
crossing the street ahead of him he toots his horn instead of j 
., stepping on the brake. 


Worse yet, when he has caused an accident his conceit i 


tells him that it was all the other man's fault, He refuses to ! 


^ feel any remorse over it, even when the accident has taken a 
i life, He leaves his fault unconnected—and so, as Dr. Schroed- 
•- ersays: 


"An appreciation of the rights of others on the high- 


_ ways appears to be a more important qualification for a 
driver than even normal intelligence." 
'' 
Digestion of this fact brings us, in turn, to a considera- 


tion of the whole question of courtesy on the highway; and 
one is compelled to wonder if that quality may not be the key 
to our traffic situation. 


Granted that there are too many cars on the highways. 


Granted that congestion becomes, at certain times and places, 
almost beyond endurance. Granted that there are some acci- 


• dents that no amount of careful foresight would prevent. 
. Does it not still seem probable that ordinary unselfishness 


and care for the rights of others would cut the traffic toll 
down to a comparatively insignificant figure? 


Think over most of the causes of motor accidents; speed- 


ing, driving in the wrong lane, using too-bright headlights, 
driving too fast pn £}ippery or crowded pavements, "cutting 
in," (defective brakes—aren't they all things that a little 
courtesy and forethought would prevent? Aren't they things 
that simply don't happen to really courteous and forethought 
woul dprevent? Aren't they things that simply don't happen 
to really courteous motorists? 


Of course, the chief trouble with all of this is that few 


(ff m are always (constant in our behavior. On nine days out 
/ of ten. we drive %|th. due consideration for the rights of 
others j on the tepjfeh day we let things rip—and, the law of 
chance being wha| it itf we generally get away with it. But 
we don't gJw&ys,'V6 our traffic fatalities run around 30,000

Old Chicago Tavern 


Landmark to Be Razed 


CHICAGO.—<U.R>—One of Chicago's 


oldest landmarks—the Washingtonian 
home, which was first a tavern and 
then an asylum for inebriates and 
drug addicts—is to be razed. 


The five-story brick building that 


houses within its silent walls mem- 
ories of Civil War days, will be swept 
aside before the advance of industry. 


History of the home began some- 


time before 1863 when it was opened 
as the Bull's head tavern and became 
the hostcrly most patronized by cattle 
and sheep drovers. 
^Changes following the war sound- 
ed the death knell for taverns and 
the home became a refuge for persons 
figting te results of excessive libatihg. 


The home long was regarded as one 


of the greatest reformatories for in- 
ebriates in the country and city courts 
sent alcoholics there for treatment. 


National Writer Praises 


Nevada's Independence 


RENO. Nov.—(U.R)—Nevada's com- 


plete independence of thought in all 
its law-making activities is the mo.st 
interesting thing in collection with re- 
cent enactment of the "wide open" 
gambling and six weeks divorce laws, 
in the opinion of Samuel G. Blythe, 
nationally known magazine writer, a 
visitor' here. 
' "Nevada is the only stale left that 
appears willing to go its own way 
without bowing to precedent," Blythc 
said. "It is the real exponent of state's 
rights, something that would probably 


give Thomas Jefferson a real thrill. 


"The gambling situation here does 


not look any different to me than on 
my last visit to Reno several years 
ago," he said. "I think an exagger- 
ated picture of the situation is being 
painted." 


WASHINGTON.—(U,R)—The histori- 


cal frieze encircling tile rotunda of 
the capitol will remain shy 26 feet, 
if Senator Simeon Fess, Republican, 
Ohio, has anything to say about It. 


The frieze depicts the history of the 


country up to and including 1848, but 
stops there with 26 feet left. 
Many 


discussions have been had in recent 
years as to what should go in the ya-, 
cant space, but no action of any kind 
has been taken. 


The space should constantly remain 


open, says the Ohio senator, who is 
chairman of the Joint Committee on 
the Library which has jurisdiction 
over all art works in the capitol, as 
a reminder to those who see it that 
the history of the copntry is not yet 
completed.

lishments produced $118,246,952 worth 
of cheese of all kinds.
